“Wen. Archdeacon Holmes, Church of 
Bngiand missionary at Lesser Slave 
Lake, Athabasca, arrived in the city 
rom his distant mission on Monday, 
amecompanied by his wife and five chi)- 
diren, who are on their way to Eug- 
fand for a siay of a couple of years. 
‘The archdeacon intends going as fay 
as Montreal and then returning in 
fime to reach Edmenton by the 25th 
irst Mrs. floimes will prolong her 
eiayv to secure the education of -heir 
<ildren. three of whom will be placed 
mm the Church Miswonury Home at 
Limpstield in Surrey. The archdea- 
<on expoels himse}f to go to England 
@bou. a year hence 20 remain there a 
geer and then returm with Mrs. 
Holmes end the yousger children. 

The past spring the archdeacon de- 
ecribes as having been cold and back- 
ward: there was snow on rhe 24th of 
May as also at Edmonton, but in spite 
of that the creps looked well. The sea- 
sor had deen very dry up to the time 
when they left, but just aiterwards a 
day's rain came and saved the crops. 

Setilers are now coming into that re- 
smote country; the archdeacon’s pariy 
ane+ four lorge families of Norwegians 
whe intend to setile at Lesser Stave 
Lake for the present on account of the 
advantege of the schools and took out 
a section of country to suit them af- 
terwards.

wegions refesred to have some means, 
and they took the precaution to have 
gome of their number go up in the 
winter and select a piace. Teople 
going to Grand Prairie, he says, ougat 
to have twe or ihree years’ provisions 
mith them; o’berwise there may be a 
good deal of suffering in the absence 
of railway communication. 

Asked if amy provision was being 
gnade for the spiri.ual wanis of these 
mew settlers, the archdeacon answered 
that on the way out he had met at 
‘Athabasca Landing, Mr. Simpsoa, a 
Presbyterian missionary, who was go- 
img io the Spirit River, and that the 
Bowman Catholics are carrying on ihe 
gvork at the Grand Prairic.
